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Cleanup began Tuesday morning of the fire that 
caused six digits of damage to the home owned by 
Bruce and Joan Crow in Sierra Madre at 95 Olive 
Ave. The fire occurred early Saturday morning. 

Sierra Madre Fire Chief Ed Tracy said the call 
came in at 3:10 a.m., concerning “a fully involved 
structure fire” at that location. 

Probably one of the reasons why the Crow 
family is intact today is because Joan was having in¬ 
somnia and she just happened to be awake about 
2:45 a.m. 

“I heard what I thought was the aquarium, fish 
slapping the water. Then I heard it again and decid¬ 
ed to investigate. I could see fire coming out of the 
garage so 1 quickly grabbed the phone and by then 
the line was already dead,” Joan said. 

The whole family was up by this time: Steven, 
Kathleen and Bruce, and they immediately started 
getting the four cars out of the driveway while Bruce 
drove downtown to the fire station to sound the 
alarm. 


It seemed immediatelythat the fire department 
was there—Tony Lerner, operations chief, found 
heavy fire condition in the garage extending into the 
house and roaring through the attic. 

Fire Chief Tracy arrived then as well as Roger 
Lowe, the latter who assumed the role of fire attack 
person inside the structure. 

Fire consumed the entire garage and by now 
firemen were pulling ceilings and hitting the attic 
area with hoses “to prohibit any extension of the 
fire,” Tracy said. Salvage operations were taking 
place inside with covers being placed over furniture 
Tracy said, “We were there five-and-a-half 
hours and used 25 personnel. Our biggest concern in 
addition to the Crow house was the house im¬ 
mediately to the rear (the Dave Morgan home). That 
house has a wood shake roof. Also of concern was 
the house directly to the east. In addition to getting a 
quick knockdown of the Crow house, we were wor-

Council OKs condominium;

At Tuesday evening’s meeting Arcadia/Sierra 
Madre Cablevision requested a transfer of owner¬ 
ship of Cablevision’s stock from Daniels and 
Associates, Inc. to United Artists Holding, Inc. The 
council had approved the matter in a minute motion 
June 14, 1988. 

Sierra Madre has cut back its consumption but it 
must do more. City Administrator Jim McRae said, 
“It is imperative that we reduce by 31 gallons per 
day per person. By summer there will be no water 
available. The 1977 drought was severe but we had 
water in storage. This year there is no water in 
storage...I would suggest we keep to 300 gallons per 
day per person.” 

The item will be up for discussion on Mar. 12; 
however, several council members had suggestions. 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray said,

r » 174 It isihe universal custom to display the flag only from suiirise 

’ to sunset on buildings and on stationary flagstaffs in the open. 
However, when a patriotic effect is desired, the flag may be displayed 
twenty-four hours a day if properly illuminated during the hours of 
darkness. 

The flag should be hoisted briskly and lowered ceremoniously. 

The flag should not be displayed on days when the weather is incle¬ 
ment, except when an all weather flag is displayed. 

The flag should be displayed on all days, especially on New Year’s 
Day, January 1; Inauguration Day, January 20; Lincoln’s Birthday, Feb¬ 
ruary 12; Washington’s Birthday, third Monday in February; Easter 
Sunday (variable); Mother's Day, second Sunday in May; Armed For¬ 
ces Day, third Saturday in May; Memorial Day (half-staff until noon), 
the last Monday in May; Flag Day, June 14; Independence Day, July 4; 

Labor Day, first Monday in September; Constitution Day, September 
17; Columbus Day, second Monday in October; Navy Day, October 27; 
Veterans Day, November 11; Thanksgiving Day, fourth Thursday in 
November; Christmas Day, December 25; and such other days as may 
be proclaimed by the President of the United States; the birthdays of 
States (date of admission); and on State holidays. 

The flag should be displayed daily on or near the main administra¬ 
tion building of every public institution. 

The flag should be displayed in or near every polling place on elec¬ 
tion days. 

The flag should be displayed during school days in or near every 
schoolhouse.

another fire later. Their 
work was very pro¬ 
fessional! 

Steve and his friend 
Dave Forrester borrowed 
fire helmets and went into 
the house and rescued 
Steve’s fish so our family 
(including the two dogs) 
got out without harm. 

Since the fire we have 
had a continual out¬ 
pouring of help and 
concern from the Sierra 
Madre Civic Club, Saint 
Rita’s church, the fire 
department and all of 
our other friends. 

We’ve always had a 
wartm feeling about living 
in Sierra Madre, but 
we’ve never been in such 
need, and have recieved 
so much help and support.

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1 don’t know whether it’s mid-life crisis or 
second childhood, but this year I’ve jumped 
into fairy tales with both feet, and it’s so 
exciting I keep jumping up and down. 

It is clear, when you tell them to children, 
that there is a power-line in fairy tales equal to 
the computer screen during Nintendo games. 
The child’s ability to identify with the heroic 
characters is obvious. They are “glued” to the 
drama, the romance, the noisy clash between 
good and evil, the death defying conflict and 
resolution. 

Fairy tales are a kinder form of myth. 
Orpheus would not have walked out of the 
underworld without Eurydice in a fairy tale. 

When a friend loaned me “The Woman’s 
Tale” by Ronda Chervin and Mary Neill, I was 
just beginning to be re-interested in the form. 

1 had read parts of Bruno Bettleheim’s “The 
Uses of Enchantment,” which explores the 
psychological (mostly Freudian) meaning 
underneath the happily ever after facade. I 
thought “The Woman’s Tale,” a much wimpier 
vefsion at first. But my opinion has changed 
and my respect for this “fruit of an intellectual, 
spiritual, and emotional exchange about life 
and womanhood,” has increased greatly. 

The book was written in 1978, when the 
slogan “sisterhood is powerful” was allowing 
women to open their minds and hearts and 
go exploring. The subtitle of this book is 




“A Journal of Inner Exploration” because 
after the authors share their perceptions of 
the 11 stories they lay a groundwork for 
the reader to do the same, asking the same 
questions, making a similar journey. 

The transparency of the authors is enough 
to encourage both reading and participating. 
There is also a profundity in the thoughts of 
the women that caused me many times to 
transfer the words of wisdom into my own 
journal for safe keeping and future reference. 

It is the unchanging quality, the soul-truths 
of the classic stories that have caused them to 
remain through the generations, regardless of 
politic history or “signs of the times.” As women 
have tried to make sense of their lives, overcome 
the cinders and the ashes, and approach the 
castle of love and contentment, archetypes 
such as Snow White, Sleeping Beauty, 
Cinderella, et al have been around offering 
them keys to the kingdom of the Feminine. 
In them they may find their personal story, 
the one they have “unconsciously” been living 
out. As Ronda Chervin and Mary Kneill show 
and tell how they have discovered these tales 
operating in their own lives, the reader is 
encouraged to do the same. 

Fairy tales are not just for children, they are 
blueprints of life’s quests. To be able to “read 
between the lines,” is part of women’s 
liberation towards hope and healing.

In order to be healed of 
a wound imposed by 
another, I must first touch 
the wound. I must 
recognize the wound and 
share this recognition with 
the one who hurt me. 
This may or may not cure 
the problem but it will 
cure you of the hold that 
the problem has over you. 
Depending on our action 
we will do one of two 
things. We will either pass 
along the infection that 
is strangling you or pass 
along a cure. 

Basically we are 
following the Scripture 
which tells us that we are 
to deal with the person we 
have offended or who 
offended us. Communi¬ 
cation is a basic tool in 
modern psychological 
treatment and Jesus was 
the psychologist par 
excellence. So take a page 
from Jesus’ book on 
psychology, the Bible, 
and look to Him for the 
answers to your prob¬ 
lems. You don’t have to 
go far, just reach for your 
copy of the Scriptures.

The musical, “Work¬ 
ing,” taken from the 
book of the same name 
by Studs Terkel, is uni¬ 
que in that it does not 
deal in fantasy but in 
reality. A musical that 
deals in reality? Almost a 
contradiction in terms. 
But Terkel’s book con¬ 
sists of a large number of 
interviews with real peo¬ 
ple, carpenters, farmers, 
housewives, public ser¬ 
vice, construction 
workers and plumbers, 
millworkers and call 
girls, an amazing variety 
of people. His conclu¬ 
sion: while it is easy to 
think in stereotypes, a 
lazy kind of mental short¬ 
hand at best, a vicious 
prejudgment at worst, in 
actuality there are no 
two workers alike. This 
fascination with in¬ 
dividuality is a very 
American quality, a 
basic democracy that 
does set us apart from 


much of the world. 

Stephen Schwartz, 
creator of “Godspell,” 
was inspired to create a 
musical celebrating this 
individuality. Many 
songwriters contributed 
bits. It presents 27 of 
Terkel’s interviewees, 
almost verbatum, as they 
cite their love of their 
job, or the lack of it, and 
their feelings of self- 
worth, or the lack of it. 
They do not represent a 
social cause. They do not 
speak for all of their oc¬ 
cupation. They simply 
say, “I am not a job 
description, I am a per¬ 
son. Please look at Me.” 

The Theater Arts of 
California Institute of 
Technology, a stepchild 
of the Institution’s pro¬ 
gram but an important 
and humanizing one, has 
chosen “Working” as its 
contribution to the 
festivities celebrating 


Caltech’s hundredth an¬ 
niversary this year. And 
from the enormous size 
of the cast and crew, 
make up of 
undergraduates, 
graduate students, facul¬ 
ty, staff and ad¬ 
ministrators from the 
campus, plus their 
families and friends, 
alumni, volunteers from 
JPL and the community, 
a lot of people have 
found Schwartz’s vision 
worth recreating. There 
are 61 of them on the 
stage and 57 of them 
working behind the 
scenes, not to mention a 
six member orchestra. 

Shirley Mn r neus 


directs this mob, and 
capably too, with the 
help of music director 
Russ Litchfield and 
choreographer Carolyn 
Cabanski, who seems 
adept at designing 
dances for non-dancers. 

The enthusiasm is cat¬ 
ching and more than 
makes up for any lapses 
in professional quality 
and acoustics. Almost all 
of it is very good 
indeed. Particularly 
memorable are Donna 
Pivirotto as a teacher 
bewildered by change, 
Kerry Lea James as a 
waitress who regards her 
work as an art, Morgan 
Parker deeply satisfied 


as a fireman, Jon 
Hughes bewailing his 
lost youth as a migrant 
worker, A1 Hibbs as a 
vulnerable corporate ex¬ 
ecutive, Donna Buie Dill 
as a cynically self- 
controlled secretary and 
Louise Lorden as a busy 
housewife: one wishes to 
name them all, for their 
hearts are in it. 

And Kathy Pearson, 
who sums it up, saying 
something like “Who am 
I? My name is Nora 
Wilson. I do various 
things to support 
myself.” 

Today’s reality being 
what it is, the cast could 
have used more multi¬ 
ethnicity, although I’m 
sure they tried. 

I do not know the re¬ 
quirements of Caltech 
undergraduate students 
these days. There was a 
time when history and 
literature were required, 


then they dropped to 
electives when science 
became All. Perhaps 
they have returned, 
perhaps not. Surely no 
one wants scientists in 
control who are not well 
grounded in the 
humanities. “Working” 
is an especially valuable 
production in at¬ 
mosphere that can so 
easily become elitest. 
Over the years, Shirley 
Marneus has chosen 
plays and musicals that 
keep her actors in touch 
with the common man, 
who, as Turkel found 
out, is just as likely to be 
quite uncommon.

Historical meeting at Tollefsons’ Mar. 


Reg and Cher 
Tollefson will host 
a Sierra Madre 
Historical/Preservatgion 
Society meeting at their 
home, 171 W. Orange 
Grove, on Monday,

Sierra Madre Canyon 
History,” will be 
presented by Dorothy 
Hobiack. 

The Tollefson home is 
at the corner of Her- 
mosa, an area which is 
the most historic one for 
Sierra Madre children. 
In the summer of 1882, 
Sierra Madre founder 
Nathaniel Carter built 
the first school there for 
the very new community. 
It was just one room 
with benches around a 
long table and a small 
shelf for books that was 
the nucleus of what 
became a school library. 
The number of children 
in town grew rapidly 
from the original six who 
attended then and it was 
replaced in 1886 by a 
much larger school built 


in Kersting Court. 

“This is also a home 
for children,” says Cher 
Tollefson. Not only for 
the two Tollefson 
daughters and all their 
friends, but at least 20 
children from former 
owners of the prpperty 
grew up in this house 
and spent at least part of 
their childhood years 
here. 

It was built in 1917 by 
Alexander and Flora 
Russell who had three 
children. One son, 
Bruce, brought fame to 
the house. For 36 years 
he was the Pulitzer Prize 
winning editorial car¬ 
toonist at the L.A. Times 
and preceded Conrad, 
the present cartoonist. 
Bruce Russell died in 
1963. 

In 1958, the fourth 
owners became Paul and 
Elyse Larson and their 
five children who made 
the home easily 
recognizable by its “car¬ 
bon copy” playhouse. 
This playhouse was just 
a “lucky find” by Mrs. 
Larson. A fire had level-

ed Simpson’s Garden 
Town, a business that 
stood for many years in 
Pasadena on Colorado 
Blvd. where Builders

They landed at Heathrow Saturday in a heavy 
snow storm. “London had received 10 inches of 
snow and it was just beautiful. It caught London by 
surprise,” she said. 

The Liskows spent 45 hours there, arriving at 10 
a.m. London time. They went to the theater two 
times, had three “wonderful” meals, stopped at 
Harrods, stayed at The Stafford and came back to 
Los Angeles. 

George bought a book on wild flowers in 
England. After all, he just finished the publication 
of his book on San Gabriel Valley wild flowers and 
needed to compare notes. 

Ginny’s epilogue? “Mrs. Thatcher has 
tremendous stamina and she wore us all out. She just 
goes from morning until night. This was an ex¬ 
perience of a lifetime. It will never happen again. 

Even though she’s (Thatcher) a world leader, she has 
the ability to reach out to people and be cordial. She 
has time for everyone. She’s amazing.”

wants to take a detailed look since, he said, “the 
contractor provides nothing but the rider.” 

Rich Rogers, representing the company, said that 
the company provides insurance, 80 hours of train¬ 
ing for the driver, the driver and dispatch functions 
as well as maintenance, as well as fueling of the vehi¬ 
cle. 

“We’re committed to providing service to the city.

Iraq has certainly been in the news a lot 
lately. But what do people really know about 
Iraq? You probably didn’t know that Iraq 
is the largest producer and exporter of dates 
in the world. 

Iraq, formerly known as Mesopotamia, 
a Greek word for “between the rivers” of 
the Tigris and Euphrates, is referred to in the 
Book of Genesis as the possible location for 
the legendary Garden of Eden. By 4000 B.C., 
it was home to one of the oldest civilizations, 
the Sumarians, only to be followed by the Akka¬ 
dian, Babylonian and Assyrian civilizations. 

The library offers a variety of sources for 
information about the Middle East region. 
The “Europa World Yearbook,” for example, 
is a two-volume set that provides historical, 
statistical, economical and graphic informa¬ 
tion about every country. A similar source is 
the seven-volume “World Today” series and 
the “Background Notes,” a series of pam¬ 
phlets for each country put out by the U.S. 
Department of State. 

The vertical file collection is also a good 
place to look for information about the Middle 
East. One may look under the name of an 
individual country, region or topic, such as 
“Saudi Arabia,” “Middle East,” or “Persian 
Gulf Crisis” to find pamphlets and booklets, 
such as “Why is the Middle East a Conflict 
Area?” 

All varieties of maps are available as well, 
such as simple political maps, historical maps, 
maps that highlight the region’s ethnic break¬ 
down, and maps that show the location of 
important gas facilities. 

Of course, the library also features books 
and atlases that deal with the history and cul¬ 
ture of the Middle East as well as tshe Islamic 
religion.
